World Wheat Trade Is Growing

Agricultural Economist, Kansas State University 


What is a proper share of the world wheat trade 
for the U.S.? How shall a growing population be 
fed? Do developing economies offer a chance to 
build dollar markets? 

Many people would like to have the correct 
answer to these questions. The proper role of the 
wheat industry in international relations is an im- 
portant topic for discussion. 

One thing we can be certain about is that 
changes do take place. If we bury our head in the 
sand of history the world can pass us by. But his- 
tory has a job to do. It can show some changes in 
wheat exports in recent years. By properly account- 
ing for historical developments, more suitable pro- 
grams can develop in the future. 

The U.S. and Canada are the two largest wheat 
exporting nations. The quantities each has exported 
by years since 1930 are pictured in Figure The 
solid line shows U.S. exports and the dash line, 
Canada’s. 

During the 1930’s Canadian exports remained 
at a higher level than U.S. Both countries had sur- 
pluses. Canada developed a world marketing pro- 
gram, whereas U.S. wheat went mostly to U.S. mills. 
The grain marketing system in the U.S. over the 
years was, for the most part, geared to moving wheat 
to markets within the country. It now needs to 
develop better means of supplying foreign buyers 
the kind of wheat they want. 
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that U.S. exports have been 
larger than those froni Canada since the end of 
World War II. However, it should be pointed out 
that Canadian exports have not declined as those 
of the U.S. have expanded. 

Importance of the foreign market for U.S. wheat 
can easily be overlooked. It is a market which has 
grown rapidly in recent years largely through special 
export programs by the government. Currently, more 
wheat is being shipped to foreign markets than is 
being used for food in the U.S. 


Notice in Figure | 


Can we hold the export market to present size, 
or even expand it? The prospect is for the number 
of people in the world to double by the year 2000. 
An idea of this growth can be obtained from Figure 

These people will need something to eat. 


Offsetting population growth to a certain extent 
will be improved techniques of food production. 
There is a race between population growth and the 
ability of the world to feed an increasing number 
of people. The outcome isn’t clear at this time. «

June Flour Output, Average Below May 


U.S. wheat flour production 
amounted to 20,511,104 cwt. in June, 
according to estimates made by THE 
Northwestern MILLER, and daily 
average output was 932,323 cwt. Both 
figures are slightly below the official 
May figures, as reported by the Bur- 
eau of the Census, but a shade above 
June of last year. 

June total output of 20,511,104 
cwt. dipped 236,896 cwt. (1.1%) 
from May but rose 152,104 cwt. 
(0.7% ) over June of 1960. The census 
bureau reported total May offtake at 
20,748,000 cwt. and the previous June 
at 20,359,000 cwt. 

Daily June production of 932,323 
cwt. was 10,677 cwt. (1.1%) below 
May but 7,323 cwt. (0.8%) over June 
of last year. The official daily offtake 
for May was 943,000 cwt. For June 
of 1960 it was 925,000 cwt. For pur- 
poses of comparison, each of the three 
months had 22 working days. 

For 1961 to date, in round num- 
bers, March remains the peak month 
with total output of 22,666,000 cwt. 
January is the second strongest month 
with 22,631,000 cwt., followed by 
February with 21,240,000 cwt; May, 
20,748,000 cwt.; June, 20,511,000 
cwt., and April with 18,701,000 cwt. 

January leads the year so far for 
daily average output with 1,078,000 
ewt.; February is nexi with 1,062,000 
cwt.; March, 985,000 cwt.; May, 
943,000 cwt.; April, 935,000 cwt., 
and June with 932,000 cwt. «

Rye flour production in May was 
157,000 cwt. and rye_ grindings 
amounted to 358,000 bu. There were 
1,884 tons of offal produced. 

Figures represent production of all 
commercial mills in the U.S. About 
97% of the totals were reported dur- 
ing 1960 and 1959 by 284 mills hav- 
ing a daily capacity of 401 cwt. or 
more and the balance estimated. The 
estimated portion is based on the 1958

Bunge Opens New Facility at Destrehan, La. 


ULTRA-MODERN is the way officers 
of the Bunge Corp., internationally- 
known merchandiser of U.S. farm 
products, describe their new two mil- 
lion bushel elevator at Destrehan, La. 
Located on the Mississippi River, 
about 12 miles north of New Orleans, 
the facility recently began operations 
with the loading of 
several cargoes of 
grain for export. 

The dock facili- 
ties at Destrehan 
can easily accom- 
modate all of the 
types of ocean ves- 
sels used in the 
grain trade, includ- 
ing the largest su- 
per tankers. Even 
while such vessels 
are being loaded, barges can 
charge their loads of grain from the 
interior on the opposite side of the 
dock. 

The company, explaining that the 
elevator is serviced by a major rail 
line, says there are sufficient yards 
and switching equipment available to 
avoid the delays caused in the past by 
rail embargoes at grain export points. 
Additionally, a first class highway 
furnishes the site with easy access for 
trucking. 

Design and construction of the 
elevator, built at a cost of $5 million, 
stem from the combined experience 
of many people on the Bunge staff. 
Efficient cleaning, blending and mix- 
ing equipment has been built into the 
system to meet the requirements of 
every buyer. A new conveyor system 
moves grain rapidly and this, officials 
believe, will be a major factor in al-

vessels, barges and rail cars. 

Walter C. Klein, president of Bunge, 
announcing the opening of the new 
elevator, stated: “The Destrehan fa- 
cility is a concrete example of the 
determination of our firm, as an in- 
ternational merchandiser of American 
farm products, to supply our produc- 
ers with the same kind of efficiency 
that has made U.S. agriculture the 
envy of the world.” 

A key link in the firm’s expanding 
network of country, terminal and 
river elevators, officials feel the new 
addition opens up increased export 
possibilities to U.S. farmers through- 
out the major grain producing areas.
